1. PRELIMINARY OUTLINE BOMBAY PROGRAM AND ARRANGEMENTS FOLLOW: 

SECRETARY SIMON AND MEMBERS HIS PARTY WILL BE MET AT PLANESIDE 
ON ARRIVAL 1440 HOURS FRIDAY, APRIL 18, BY CG, CERTAIN MEMBERS 
HIS STAFF, AND PRES INDO-AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE (IACC) 
HARISH MAHINDRA. SECRETARY AND MEMBERS HIS PARTY WILL LEAVE 
IMMEDIATELY IN VEHICLES PARKED ALONGSIDE TAXIWAY FOR HOTEL TAJ 
MAHAL INTERCONTINENTAL ARRIVING THERE BETWEEN 1520 AND 1530 
HOURS. CG WILL ACCOMPANY SECRETARY. 

2. SECRETARY AND MOST MEMBERS HIS PARTY WILL BE ACCOMMODATED IN 
OLD TAJ PORTION TAJ MAHAL HOTEL AND BALANCE IN INTERCONTINENTAL 
PORTION. SECRETARY WILL LIKELY BE IN EITHER PRESIDENTIAL SUITE 

OR RAJPUT SUITE AND OTHER ROOM DESIGNATIONS WILL BE MADE 
FOLLOWING RECEIPT LISTING OF MEMBERS OF PARTY IN ORDER OF 
PRECEDENCE. AS IN CASE DEPUTY SECRETARY GARDNER'S VISIT, IT

PRIOR DEPARTURE DELHI TO PERMIT BAGS BE LABELLED ACCORDINGLY. 

WE CAN, HOWEVER, HANDLE ANY LAST MINUTE SWITCHES IN ROOMS AT 
THE TIME. WE WOULD SUGGEST THAT ALL BAGS CARRY NAME TAGS 
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3. REMAINDER AFTERNOON APRIL 18 FREE. 

4. DINNER-SPEECH ARRANGEMENTS: 

BASED ON LONG SESSION WITH MAHINDRA THIS MORNING 25TH, FOLLOWING 
PROPOSED FOR SECRETARY'S CONCURRENCE: DINNER WOULD BE HOSTED BY 
IACC AND WILL LIKELY BE HELD CRYSTAL BALL ROOM, OLD TAJ (THE 
BEST IN BOMBAY). GOVERNOR OF MAHARASHTRA AND FORMER AMBASSADOR 
TO US, ALI JAVAR JUNG, WOULD BE ASKED BY IACC TO PRESIDE 
OVER OCCASION. IN ADDITION, KEY STATE AND LOCAL OFFICIALS, 

IACC WILL INVITE KEY MEMBERS BOMBAY'S BUSINESS AND FINANCIAL 
COMMUNITY WITH A LIKELY ATTENDANCE OF BETWEEN 400 AND 500. 

GUESTS WOULD BE INVITED FOR 1930 HOURS FOR COCKTAILS AND DINNER 
AT 2030 HOURS. THERE WOULD BE A RECEIVING LINE IN WHICH 
MAHINDRA WOULD PRESENT GUESTS TO SECRETARY. PRINCIPAL GUESTS AT 
HEAD TABLE WOULD BE SERVED DINNER AT 2030 HOURS WHILE OTHERS

5. SATURDAY MORNING APRIL 19 FREE AS MATTERS PRESENTLY STAND. 
PRINCIPAL POINT OF SIGHTSEEING INTEREST ARE ROCK CAVE TEMPLES 
ON ELEPHANTA ISLAND IN BOMBAY HARBOR. ROUND-TRIP REQUIRES 
ABOUT THREE HOURS SO THAT TO VISIT SECRETARY OR THOSE MEMBERS 
PARTY DESIRING VISIT WOULD NEED LEAVE GATEWAY OF INDIA (IN FRONT 
TAJ HOTEL) AT 0800 HOURS RETURNING AT 1 100 HOURS. ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR SPECIAL LAUNCHES CAN BE MADE IF ADVANCE NOTIFICATION GIVEN US.
